MR. W. W. BORDEN 


Mr. W. W. Borden, Superintendent of Whiting Schools for nearly twelve 
years, passed away Monday, March 15, '1943. The teachers and students 
deeply mourn Mr. Borden’s death. He had devoted 34 years of his life to 
education and was regarded highly by others in the field. Mr. Borden 
came to Whiting from South Bend, where he served as superintendent for 
several years. 

Mr. Bcrden received his educational training at the Wooster, O., univer- 
sity and Ohio State university, where he received his B. S. degree in edu- 
cation, followed by his A. M. degree won at Columbia university, N. Y. 

He began his work at Fred nekton, 0., in 1906 where he served as super- 
intendent until 1912. From 1912 to 1913 he was a teacher of Latin at 
South Bend high school, Columbia, 0. In following years, he served as 
superintendent at Orville, 0., Bucyrus, O., and at South Bend, where he 
stayed from 1919 until July 1931, when he began his work in Whiting. 

Prominent in civic and educational activities, Mr. Borden was a mem- 
ber of the Whiting Chamber of Commerce, a life members the National 
Education Association, a member of the Phi Delta Kappa, national educa- 
tion fraternity; of the Chicago Education club, of the Judd club, of the 
Whiting Lions, Whiting Masonic Lodge, and the Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Rite. He was a past member of the state board of education and currently 
has been serving as secretary-treasurer of “96” club, a national education or- 
ganization consisting of two men from each state in the union, and as a 
member of the Horace Mann league.

Scholarship W W” Club 

Members of the Scholarship “W” Club, one of the most re- 
nowned honorary clubs in the school are those students who 
have received a scholarship “W” at any time during their 
high school career. To acquire a “W” the student must be on 
the honor roll for the whole year. This may not seem hard to 
do, but it really is a task to keep a “B” average and to try not 
to get a grade lower than a“C.” 

No officers are elected in this club, no do the members 
function as a club; but students really feel honored to be one 
of the members of the scholarship “W” Club. Each year the 
names of the students who receive the “W’s” are announced at 
an assembly program and the students must go to the stage 
to receive their awards. 

Seniors who receive their fourth scholarship emblem are 
awarded a gold “W” on their diplomas. 

The design of the circular emblems vary each year, accord- 
ing to the number of years the student has been on the honor 
roll. 


National Honor Society 

These all-round students, members of the National Honor 
Society, have proved their character, leadership service and 
scholarship by steady, reliable work throughout their four 
years in high school. 

Members of this organization are chosen by a vote of the 
faculty. The students who are eligible because of scholarship 
average are selected by a committee of teachers. Then the 
faculty as a group selects those who are most worthy of this 
honor because of scholarship, service, leadership and charac- 
ter. Competition for membership is great, but the cream of 
the crop overrules, as you can see from this picture. It is the 
ambition of every student in high school to be a member; 
since the National Honor Society is one of the nation-wide so- 
cieties in the United States. Its purpose is to create enthu- 
siasm for scholarship, to reward leadership and develop char- 
acter.

Playing heads-up ball, the Oilers beat the cream of the Chicago public 
school league, Tilden Tech, by a score of 18-13. Whiting’s touchdowns 
were scored by a pass to Midkiff, a pass to Wagner, and a line plunge 
by Tommy Ciez. Tilden’s touchdowns were made by Charrat and Ydovich 
The Blue Devils later annexed the Chicago Public High School champion- 
ship. 

“Whiting and Washington Battle for Conference Championship,” 
screamed the headlines ; and so they did battle. After the smoke of battle 
cleared, Washington had won, 12-7 ; Whiting’s lone touchdown being scored 
by Midkiff on a 20 yard pass. The conversion was made by Justak. 

That age old jinx, the Hammond high Wildcats, beat the fighting Oilers 
13-6 in a drizzling rain. No alibis, no excuses. After successive gains by 
W. Manich and Tom Ciez, Steve Manich scored from the one yard line on 
a quarter-back sneak.
